Tubes." EIA-209-A is essentially a reference document for older 
tubes. This standard covers current bases and gauges. It also contains 
a cross reference list of all known EIA assignments for bases, caps 
and gauges as well as standard drawings for current picture tube bases 
and gauges. 


Last known price (1994) is a cool $53. (Perhaps you can get it my 
inter-library loan?) 


Or, you can go back to EIA-209-A, abstract: 


This Standard consists of three Sections: Section 1 - Dimensional 
Characteristics of Electron Tubes; Section 2 - Electron Tube Bases, 
Caps, and Terminals; Section 3 - Gauges. It differs from the previous 
issues (EIA-209 and 209-1) in that reference letters are used on the 
diagrams instead of numerals. The dimensions, both inch and metric, 
are given in tabulated form.

Of course, these won't give the pin locations on PC-mount sockets.

Good evening Boatanchor Buddies, 


I am working on my Kaar KE-23A Receiver that I got at 
a swap meet earlier this year. The seller said that 
the receiver was working, but needed some attention. 
The seller was correct (hooray for honest sellers at 
our swapmeets!!). My receiver works but the dial 
calibration is far off, I can listen to 1520KHz at 
1400 KHz on my dial. Also, my receiver shocks me a 
little--I can fix both of these problems. So far I 
have not heard anything on any of the shortwave 
bands, but I can probably fix this also. 


Here are my questions: Moores's 4th Edition (which 
really has much-improved pictures by-the-way) says 
that my KE-23A has electrical bandspread, but my 
receiver has a string around the bandspread shaft 
that tilts the main tuning capacitor. I would call 
this mechanical bandspread, and it looks a lot 
different than the usual bandspread, but I think 
that it works. Moore's book also says that the 
Kaar KE-23AT has mechanical bandspread, but I 
wonder if Moore has the two receivers reversed in 
his description. 


My Kaar KE-23A is painted a bronze-gold color and 


I have the speaker that matches it. Also there is 
a 6K6 in a socket marked "6V6"--this is probably 
an OK substition, I will read my tube manual this 
evening. My Kaar has no filter and no S meter 
just like Moore's book describes. Can someone 

on our List point me to a schematic so that I can 
work on the input line filter circuit and get it 
back to original or at least working correctly. 
Also, a schematic would help me to further 

check the other features like the short wave 
bands. Oh, by the way, this is a 1944 receiver. 
Thanks in advance for any help. Have a great 
weekend! !

The "1BGF" tuner, together with the Reinartz Low Loss Tuner, were the most 
popular home-brew receiver designs spanning a decade from the early '20s. 
Prior to the introduction of these two tuner designs, receivers were plagued 
with high inductive losses, particularly with variometers. Variometer-based 
tuners performed well above 200-meters, and many early broadcast receivers 
used them. Then, when amateur operations were forced to "200-meters and 
down," a better method was needed to minimize receiver losses. The 1BGF and 
Reinartz designs were a direct result of necessity. For further discussion 
on the early "low-loss" receiver designs, see the June, 1921 issue of "QST" 
or "Fifty Years of A.R.R.L.," pp. 29-32.

Hi! 


John mentions the "technical ground." I've heard electricians refer to 
a similar scheme as an "isolated ground." 


To explain how it is implemented (and discuss possible traps), let's 
start with the ordinary safety ground. Warning! I'll be simplifying and 
generalizing; this isn't detailed application info, which I'm not licensed 
to dispense anyway. 


Normally run with bare wire (in romex, etc.) or green-insulated wire 
(in conduits, etc.), the safety ground connects to each and every metallic 
box & ground receptacle through which the associated Line and Neutral 
wires pass, from the ground buss terminal in the breaker box all the way 
through to the load. Ina large system, with a lot of breaker panels fed 
from other panels, the ground lead can pick up a lot of noise. 


One way to help reduce the noise is by an "isolated" ground. It 
xstill*x connects to the main ground point of the electrical system 
(essentially the ground rod back at the power entrance, by way of the 
ground buss in the main breaker panel), but from there on, although it 
follows along with the Line, Neutral and Safety Ground wires, it doesn't 


get connected to anything ‘til it comes to the load, in most cases a 
special orange outlet marked with a little green triangle, where it 
connects to the terminal for the ground pin, which is isolated from direct 
connection to the box in which it is installed. If you hang an ohmmeter 
between that box and the ground pin, you should read very, very low 
resistance, since safety ground and isolated ground are connected at one 
point, way back where it all starts. However, because the wire is shared 
with the ground from no other device, there should be less noise on it. 

In the US, I've seen green-with-yellow stripe insulation on "isolated 
ground" wires; local codes may vary as to the marking(s) on the wire and 
outlet. 

"Isolated ground" wiring can be implemented as a "star ground" setup, 
where every ground lead to each individual outlet comes from a single 
point and makes no other connection along the way. Or it can be 
distributed in "tree" fashion, branching as-needed; either way, it's up to 
you to keep track of what's what. 


Here are the pitfalls: If *youx then connect the ground between 
devices hooked up in that fashion (like coax between the transmitter & 
amplifier, etc.), you've made a nice ground loop, and as the isolated 
ground runs alongside the current-carrying conductors, it may pick up hum, 
etc. from them--single turn transformer but it can be a xbig*x single turn! 
Because the isolated ground wires are xjustx single wires, they xwillx 
tend to offer higher impedance at radio frequencies than the conventional 
ground wiring (especially in a system done in metallic conduit). Last but 
not least (especially in a complex power distribution system), you'll be 
forced to improvise and/or spend more to accomodate the "extra" wires and 
terminals for them. 


Unless noise is a very big problem and you're sure it's sneakin' up the 
ground, I think a hamshack is better off with the more common "ground 
everything everywhere" approach, using the usual safety-ground procedures 
and bonding the shack ground to the electrical system ground. What we 
usually care about (other than safety) is that all the gear sees the same 
low Z when it looks at "ground." 


Please note that I have not even xmentioned*x the (white in the US) 
Neutral wire in conjunction with ground. While Neutral *is* (supposed to 
be) connected to ground at one (and only one!) point, *ignorex xthat.* The 
elctricians took care of it inside the breaker box when your house was 
built. As far as we the end users are concerned, Neutral is a 
current-carrying conductor (trust me, it does) and should be treated with 
the same respect accorded to Line (one difference: in most cases, within 
our radio gear, the fuse & power switch ought to be in the Line side). 
The only time the connection between Neutral and Ground comes to your 
attention is when you get between Line and Ground, which you should be 
taking great pains not to do. 

Should you find your meter or test light indicating no voltage between 


Ground and Line or any significant voltage between Neutral and Ground, get 
professional help. If you find both symptoms, check another outlet; 
you've probably found one that's wired backwards and should be corrected. 

One of the most destructive things that can happen is loss of Neutral 
between the pole transformer and your house--if you notice half the lights 
are very dark and half are very bright, shut xeverythingx off and/or kill 
the main breaker and call your power company!

Caveat--if you live outside the US, your wall-socket juice may be and 
likely is wired in quite different fashion, with different color-codes, 
voltages, and regulations on how to work with it. Even within the US, 
local codes vary; make sure you can do what you want without breaking the 
rules, the regs, and the plain old laws of physics that tell us volts 
want to jolt and water runs downhill.

"Ground", as mentioned in these discussions, I look at as a hypothetical 
ground because we don't seem to be taking into consideration the wavelength 
of safety ground wires. A quarter wavelength (at your operating frequency) 
ground wire is going to present a high impedance at one end with respect to 
its other end. What else is in the picture to influence "ground 
impedance"? You can use a ground tuning lashup to lower the impedance but 
now you have another knob to twiddle. My own half-baked experience seems 
to have taught me that the best way to deal with ground induced noise is to 
get rid of the noise generators wherever they are. That means dealing with 
the better half, the kids, the neighbors, Edison Energy and Soda Pop Bottle 
Recycling, Inc., and your ever so understanding local police SWAT team. 

The noise running around the power grid is the source for the noise working 


its subtle influence on your antenna. Buried utilities are to be 
preferred, but you can only find those in places where they don't allow 
antennas and I don't think the voters would go for a bond issue to bury 
everything once they decide that electromagnetic radiation is not so bad 
seeing how the kids won't get cancer by the time they are old enough to 
move out. 


By now your head should be hurting enough to see stars. Anda "star" is 
the solution. Normally called a counterpoise by us radioptimists, it is 
the usual ground rod pounded in just beneath the radio shack with four, 
six, eight or more radials going in every direction, either above or below 
the ground. The radial heading in the direction of the electrical service 
entry box should be the same gauge as the utility ground wire and properly 
connected at both ends. To the ground rod bring the radio shack ground, 
also of heavy gauge, direct as possible. This lashup will give a 
reasonably predictable ground impedance over the bands, address the safety 
compliance issues and work well with end fed wire antennas. As for the 
noise sources, put on your black trench coat and go to work. 


Seems I've dragged the thead off topic so I shall await my fate. 73's.

Arden, 


I do not think you have dragged us off-topic; what we are looking at is 
grounding of all sorts, and how the various "flavors" of ground interact. 


First off, folks, "ground" is a Platonic ideal; we never really get the 
perfect connection to a perfectly conducting planet the term implies. All 
of the folderol and sweat that comes in when we mess about with "ground" 
is done in the effort to negotiate the best possible compromise between 
that impossible ideal and the practically achievable. 


The "radio ground" and the power/safety ground are darned unlikely to 
present the same impedance at RF. You bond the two together so they will 
be at the same potential insofar as mains power is concerned, and--it is 
devoutly to be hoped and worked for--the vast bulk of RF energy in the 
antenna/ground circuit will head down your radio ground. One ensures this 
(as much as possible) by making the radio ground as good as possible, and 
the path from the radio gear to it as direct and low resistance as can be 
reasonably had. Arden describes a good way to get a good radio ground. 
(The general method is to fake "perfect ground" to whatever extent you 
can, and there's several ways to cozen the stuff into thinkin' it's seeing 
that unattainable grail). 


On buried power: homeowners please note, you can get your power drop, 
phone drop, etc. buried from the pole to your house, but if it's not 
*xrequired* in your area, it's your dime. If you can do your own digging 
(and know how to avoid gas, water & sewer lines), you can save a lot of 
the cost. Talk to your local utility to find out what parts of this are 
your responsibility and what parts are theirs, as it varies. It might be 
worth it to get clear aether over your back yard. (Doesn't help much with 
the buzz, grunge and yeech radiated by overhead power running from pole to 
pole, of course, but it may help a little with how much of it sneaks in on 
the power drop to your house). ...It's an annoyance for the power 
companies but other than taking it out on your wallet, they'll usually go 
along. 


Think of the whole topic as a day spent at the Laws Of Thermodymanics 


Casino: you can't win, you can't break even, and you can't quit the game; 
success is defined as losing the least. (Heck, it's exactly the same game 
they were playin' in the 1920s, with "low-loss" circuits and designs!)
